At no time during his long incar- 
ceration in Sing Sing, four years ot 
which were spent in the death house, 
has Patrick given up the hope of se- 
curing his freedom.

SALT SHOULD BE EXCLUDED 


IN BRIGHT'3 DISEASE. 


A reader asks if Dr. W. 1* cor- 


rect in saying that "salt Is not 
only a universal condiment but 
it contains elements necessary 
to 
digestion, 
namely 
hydro- 


chloric acid, which is one of 
the important factors in diges- 
tion;" also that "spices and 
condiments such as pepper, cin- 
r.amon, mustard, etc., when ju- 
diciously used, result in Improv- 
ing the taste of the finished ar- 
ticle and by exciting the diges- 
tive organs to perform their 
proper functions, may be said 
to possess a real nutritive val- 
ue." 
It is true that salt con- 


tains chlorine, which is an ele- 
ment of the stomach secretion, 
but it is not true that salt fur- 
nishes anything toward this or 
any other part of the digestive 
function. 
Salt serves only to 


irritate. 
The chlorine and hy- 


drogen that constitute the gas- 
tric fluid are obtained from food 
and water, not from salt or any 
other condiment.
